Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1960.  This  report  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  to  last  year  to 
comply  with  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Buxton  is  situated  on  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Wye  at  an 
elevation  of  approximately  1,000  feet  above  sea  level.  The 
mid-year  population  is  19j270  of  whom  a large  part  are  engaged 
directly  or  indirectly  in  the  ¥/ork  of  running  a first  class 
small  holiday  resort  and  spa,  A further  proportion  find 
their  enployinent  in  the  nearby  important  lime-stone  quarries  to 
the  north-east  and  south  of  the  area  and  also  in  an  important 
light  industrial  undertaking  in  Chapel-en-le-Prith,  On  the 

whole  throughout  the  year  figures  for  permanent  unemployment 
have  remained  at  a low  level. 

The  vital  statistics  are  based  on  figures  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General  and  virhich  on  examination  provide  a very 
satisfactory  overall  picture  of  the  health  of  the  tovm.  The 
estimated  mid-year  population  shows  a slight  decline  and  is  80 
below  last  yearns  figure,  the  highest  since  1952.  The 
adjusted  Death  Rate  based  on  261  deaths  at  12.6  is  0.5  higher 
than  in  1959>  while  the  adjusted  Birth  Rate  based  on  367  live 
births  gives  an  increase  of  35  and  is  at  19*8  the  highest  since 
'1947>  and  2.7  hi^er  than  the  national  figure  - itself  the 
highest  since  1948.  The  natural  increase,  i.e.  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  is  98.  The  various  figures  for  infant  mortality 
show  an  excellent  state  of  affairs  and  for  the  second  year  in 
succession  infantile  mortality  locally  is  v/ell  below  the 
national  rate,  reflecting  very  great  credit  on  all  those 
concerned  with  our  maternity  services.  The  117  deaths  from 
some  form  of  heart  disease  continue  to  form  the  biggest  causative 
group,  out  of  which  50  equally  distributed  between  the  sexes  are 
accounted  for  by  disease  of  the  coronary  arteries  and  in  the 
light  of  our  present  knov/ledge  one  must  continue  to  offer  the 
advice  to  those,  especially  in  sedentary  occupations  to  take  some 
form  of  regular  exercise  and  to  avoid  excesses  both  with  regard 
to  food  and  tobacco.  The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  shows 

a slight  decline  from  47  to  40,  Cancer  of  the  lungs,  however, 
in  spite  of  a decrease  of  one,  is  relatively  a larger  proportion 
of  the  local  deaths  from  malignant  disease  and  accounts  for  25^* 
All  but  one  of  the  lung  cancer  deaths  occurred  in  males  - 
reflecting  the  smoking  habits  of  the  sexes  almost  directly. 

There  is  now  no  room  for  any  doubt  virhatsoever  that  the  cigarette 
is  directly  responsible  in  about  9 out  of  10  instances  for 
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"triggering  off  the  cancer  mechanism"  as  far  as  malignant  disease 
of  the  limg  is  concerned.  The  more  one  smokes  the  greater  is 

the  liability  to  succumb.  It  has  been  calculated  that  a heavy 
smoker,  i.e,  over  20  per  day,  has  a 1 in  8 chance  of  dying  of 
lung  cancer  as  compared  with  the  ^ in  300  chance  of  the  non  smoker. 
It  is  true  to  say  that  too  rnan;^^  of  our  children  are  learning  the 
smoking  habit  at  a very  early  age  and  many  are  confirmed  smokers 
before  school  leaving  age.  If  Y<re  are  to  reduce  the  incidence  of 
lung  cancer  to  insignificant  proportions  v;e  must  endeavour  by  all 
means  to  prevent  the  rising  generation  from  becoming  addicted  to  a 
habit  ’Which  is  difficult  to  break.  Every  effort  is  being  made 
in  this  tovm  to  place  before  the  children  at  an  early  age  the  facts 
with  regard  to  smoking  and  lung  cancer  by  personal  talks  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  school  teachers,  and  v/hich  I feel  is  the  most 
profitable  line  of  approach.  Nevertheless  I would  appeal  again 

to  parents,  teachers  and  others  to  pause  before  they  smoke  in  the 
presence  of  children  since  I feel  sure  that  the  example  of 
influential  close  associates  is  a more  important  contributory 
factor  than  commercial  advertising  in  determining  whether  a child 
smokes  or  not,  a habit  which  at  the  present  time  is  killing  more 
of  the  population  nationally  than  the  combined  total  of  accidental 
deaths  from  all  causes. 

During  the  year  efforts  virere  made  to  ensure  that  a large  nev/ 
housing  estate  in  the  south-v/est  part  of  the  town  v/as  scheduled  as 
a smoke  control  area  from  the  outset.  The  proposal,  however,  did 
not  receive  the  necessary  Ministerial  sanction  and  to  some  extent 
this  may  have  been  due  to  our  failure  to  produce  factual  evidence 
v/hich  can  only  be  obtained  by  providing  the  necessary  standard 
instruments.  In  spite  of  our  elevation  there  is  little  doubt 
in  my  mind  that  our  atmospheric  pollution  problem  is  not 
inconsiderable,  since  due  to  our  height  we  are  often  subject  to 
low  cloud  conditions,  especially  in  the  autumn  and  v/inter  months 
which  lead  to  considerable  deposition  of  both  domestic  and 
industrial  smoke,  Vi/hen  the  v/ind  is  in  an  adverse  q.uarter  there 

is  a considerable  drift  of  the  profuse  lo’w  level  discharge  of  black 
smoke  arising  from  the  banks  of  adjacent  lime  kilns,  and  with 
regard  to  domestic  smoke  in  this  cold  climate  the  consumption  of 
coal  per  head  must  be  extremely  high  and  a very  great  deal  of  it 
is  burned  in  old  fashioned  grates. 

Infectious  disease  was,  apart  from  an  outbreak  of  infective 
hepatitis  (jaundice),  minimal.  This  disease  v/as  very  troublesome 
during  the  year  and  in  all  there  were  over  sixty  reported  cases, 
with  the  peak  in  the  autumn  and  there  was,  unfortunately,  one  death. 
The  feature  of  the  epidemic  ¥/as  the  way  in  v/hich  cases  were  mainly 
concentrated  in  one  particular  school  where  the  general  sanitation 
and  hand  Yirashing  left  a good  deal  to  be  desired,  though  this  now, 

I am  glad  to  say,  has  been  much  improved.  There  was  in 

February  a mild  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  \¥hich  there  were  a 
dozen  notified  cases,  all  but  one  amongst  Service  personnel  at 
Harpur  Hill  in  Y/hich  the  source  of  the  infection  was  almost 
certainly  due  to  the  elaboration  of  staphylococcal  toxin  in  ra¥/ 
milk  supplied.  An  interesting  feature  of  our  investigations  has 
shown  that  the  liability  of  raw  milk  to  be  so  infected  is  very 
prevalent  and  justifies  the  recommendation  that  milk,  especially 
for  children,  should  be  pasteurised  and  that  more  attention  might, 
with  advantage,  be  paid  to  the  cooling  procedure  by  milk  producers. 
During  the  year  too  there  were  several  episodes  of  mild  gastro- 
intestinal symtpoms  amongst  school  children  extending  over  a 
period  of  several  days  at  a time  for  which  no  bacteriological 
cause,  in  spite  of  extensive  investigations,  could  be  found. 

The  Buxton  Home  Safety  Committee  has  been  extremely  active 
and  were  responsible  for  organising  a very  interesting  exhibition 
in  the  Pavilion  Gardens,  to  which  parties  of  children  from  local 
schools  were  allowed  to'  attend.  The  continued  closure  of  the 
Corporation's  swimming  baths  unfortunately  has  resulted  in  only 
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one  small  private  bath  being  available  for  swimming  instruction 
and  recreational  purposes,  and  in  view  of  the  desire  to  reduce 
drowning  accidents  the  resulting  curtailment  of  sv/imming 
instruction  is  most  unfortunate.  One  hopes  that  the  delay  in 
providing  a new  modern  up  to  date  swimming  bath  for  the  town  will 
not  be  unduly  protracted. 

Housing  conditions  in  the  tovm  are  generally  fairly 
satisfactory,  though  the  present  list  of  housing  applications  I 
understand  is  almost  400,  I am  glad  to  say  that  there  continues 
to  be  a great  deal  of  interest  in  the  various  improvement  grants. 
Nevertheless,  Yie  must  strive  to  do  our  best  to  ensure  that  all 
houses  to  which  the  specifications  of  these  grants  can  be  applied 
are  improved  in  this  way.  We  have  in  the  town  a small  problem 
with  regard  to  houses  in  multi-occupation  and  we  welcome  the 
foreshadowed  legislation  to  deal  with  this  matter. 

The  Health  Department  during  the  year  has  paid  considerable 
attention  to  ways  and  means  of  maintaining  and  improving  the 
standards  of  food  handlers  and  food  hygiene  generally  in  the  tovm., 
and  the  Courses  for  food  handlers,  organised  jointly  with  the 
College  of  Further  Education  I think  were  extremely  valuable,  but 
I should  like  to  see  a larger  attendance.  At  the  present  time 
when  cases  of  food  poisoning  continue  to  increase  in  numbers  year 
by  year  it  seems  unfortunate  that  a food  handling  business  can  be 
undertaken  by  a person  v/ho  has  not  even  acquired  the  knowledge  of 
the  elementary  general  hygienic  principal  involved,  and  though 
legislation  to  improve  the  situation  might  be  difficult  it  seems 
a matter  which  would  benefit  from  further  thought. 

The  iiiinunisation  state  with  regard  to  diphtheria  in  this 
town  is  extremely  satisfactory  and  almost  100%  of  children  are 
protected  in  the  first  months  of  life,  largely  through  the 
general  practitioners  services.  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  too 
with  regard  to  the  school  age  group  can  be  said  to  be  satisfactory, 
but  I should  like  to  see  a larger  number  of  adults  taking  advantage 
of  the  protection  which  is  offered  free  at  little  trouble  to 
themselves. 

The  Water  Undertaking  in  the  town,  as  has  been  mentioned  in 
previous  reports,  is  fully  up  to  date  with  modern  requirements  and 
satisfactory  samples  have  been  consistently  reported  on  from  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  regular  intervals.  The  Council,  I 
am  glad  to  say,  has  taken  considerable  interest  in  the  question  of 
fluoridation  of  the  town’s  water,  and  I feel  sure  that  if  the 
statutory  position  was  satisfactory  there  would  be  no  difficulty 
in  introducing  this  measure  in  this  town.  During  the  year 
meetings  and  discussions  have  taken  place  betv/een  myself  and  the 
medical  and  dental  profession  practising  in  the  town  and  I feel 
sure  that  with  the  support  available  vi^e  should  be  able  to  deal  with 
any  misguided  opposition  which  might  arise  from  cranks  from  outside. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  v/hen  talking  to  groups  of  mothers  on  any 
occasion  to  acquaint  them  v\^ith  the  benefits  which  this  ’’practicable 
and  effective  public  health  measure"  can  confer  on  the  dental  health 
of  children’s  teeth. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the 
re-construction  of  the  town’s  sewerage  works,  which  when  completed 
should  ensure  a satisfactory  effluent  for  many  years  to  come. 

As  you  are  aware  the  Health  Department  is  responsible  for 
the  organisation  and  supervision  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal, 
which  is  being  carried  out  in  an  extremely  satisfactory  manner  and 
I feel,  that  v/ith  all  the  v/ork  that  should  be  done,  that  the 
present  staff  of  two  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  inadequate,  ^ At 
the  present  time  it  is  clear  that  the  time  available  for  routine 
work,  with  particular  reference  to  regular  supervision  of  food 
premises  is  not  sufficient  and  I should  very  much  like  to  see  the 


appointiiBnt  of  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  made  in  the 
very  near  future. 

In  concluding  this  report  I feel  I must  pay  tribute  to  the 
help  and  co-operation  which  I have  had  from  many  people,  notably 
the  medical  profession  practising  in  the  town  and  local  press. 

For  some  years  past  I have  been  a member  'of  the  Buxton  Hospital 
House  Committee,  v/hich  I have  always  felt  was  a very  valuable 
linlc  with  hospital  services  at  local  level  and  I very  much 
regret  the  passing  of  this  Committee  and  the  resulting  dissolution 
of  this  opportunity  for  liaison  since  there  is  to  be  no  such 
representation  in  the  new  amalgamated  House  Committee, 

I should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Borough  Council  for  the  very  great  kindness  they 
have  shown  to  me,  and  especially  the  members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  I should  also  like  to  record  my  sincere  thanks 

to  all  members  of  other  departments  for  their  ready  help  and 
co-operation.  Finally  I should  like  to  thank  all  the 

members  of  my  o\m  staff  for  the  very  great  help  they  have  been  to 
me  during  a ‘feusy  year.

Water  Supply;  The  vi^ater  supplies  of  the  Borough  are 
mainly  upland  surface  water.  The  supplies  are  tested 
chemically  and  hacteriologically  at  least  once  a month  and  daily 
examinations  are  conducted  for  pH  and  residual  chlorine. 

The  Borough  is  served  by  three  main  impounding 
reservoirs  - Stanley  Moor,  Lightwood  and  Burbage  - which  have 
upland  moorland  gathering  grounds.  Subsidiary  supplies 
are  obtained  from  the  carboniferous  limestone  bore  hole  at 
Stanley  Moor  end  the  millstone  grit  bore  hole  at  PortobellOo 
Treatment  of  all  supplies  is  carried  out  at  Stanley  Moor  and 
Lightv/ood  filter  stations,  each  of  which  has  a complete 
filtration,  chemical  dosing  and  chlorination  system*  High 
level  areas  on  Broiivn  Edge  Road  and  Manchester  Road  are  served 
from  a covered  surface  reservoir  at  Cold  Springs*  Other 

high  level  areas  at  Ladmanlow  and  Harpur  Hill  are  supplied 
from  a second  service  reservoir  at  Terret,  A further 
covered  reservoir  of  one  million  gallons  capacity  is  situated 
at  Corbar  and  acts  as  a balancing  tank  to  the  Lightwood  and 
Stanley  Moor  supplies* 

All  other  reservoirs  and  supplies  previously  used 
have  noYi/  been  cut  off. 

The  v/aters  at  Stanley  Moor  and  Lightwood  have 
definite  plumbo  solvent  action,  but  these  are  carefully 
observed  and  due  precautions  taken  to  minimize  the  plumbo- 
solvency* 


I'Vhenever  any  sample  of  water  is  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  further  sanpling  is  carried  out  and 
hacteriologically  pure  water  is  secured  by  means  of 
Chlorination, 


FOOD 

Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks 

There  v/ere  10  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year. 
All  these  cases  were  concerned  in  one  outbreak  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  smd  v/ere  due  to  a staphylococcal  toxin  in  rav/  milk. 
Subsequent  investigations  revealed  that  out  of  32  coyts  comprising 
the  milking  herd  no  less  than  13  were  excreting  staphylococci  in 
their  milk

During  the  year  the  outbreak  of  Infective  Hepatitis 
increased  and  there  v/ere  at  least  60  cases,  with  unfortunately 
one  death  and  at  one  period  exclusion  of  contacts  was  given  a 
trial,  though  Y/ith  not  very  encouraging  results.

To  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  Council  & Burgesses, 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  annual  report  for  I96O  makes  sorry  reading  and  it 
might  have  been  kinder  not  to  refresh  our  memories. 

The  general  impression  is  of  a wet  cold  suiiiner.  As 

usual s we  tend  to  judge  the  year  by  the  summer  months.  The 

rainfall  in  January,  and  from  July  to  the  end  of  the  year  was 
wellabove  the  average,  but  from  February  - June  inclusive  we  had 
less  than  the  normal  amount  and  it  v/as  the  driest  March  since 
19460  On  December  3rd  Yie  had  more  rain  in  24  hours  (2,38") 

than  in  the  whole  month  of  March  (2,26”).  The  total  rainfall 

for  the  year  was  56o25’4  about  8”  above  our  average. 

Temperature  was  above  average  from^  March  - June  inclusive, 
and  in  November,  In  the  later  sunmer  months  we  were  sub- 

no  rmial,  Neither  of  our  extremes  could  really  be  called 

extreme  - the  highest  was  only  77*^  reached  on  June  5th  and  22nd, 
while  the  minimum  for  the  year  Yms  only  13°  reached  on  February 
18tho  We  can  do  better,  and  very  much  worse  than  this,  when 

we’re  really  trying. 

We  could  only  scrape  together  1090,8  hours  of  bright 
sunshine  during  the  year,  plus  an  indefinite  number  v\^hen  the  sun, 
though  shining,  ¥/as  partially  obscured  by  mountain  haze, 

June  was  quite  the  brightest  month,  with  a daily  mean  of  8,8 
hours,  June  1st  was  the  sunniest  day  of  the  year,  but  even 

then  we  could  only  raise  13.5  hours  of  bright  sunshine,  between 
sunrise  and  sunset. 

As  usual  there  have  been  numerous  visits  by  individuals 
and  groups  to  inspect  the  station.  We  hope  they  went  away 

wiser.  In  addition  many  hours  are  spent  collecting  data  for 

students thesis ; requests  for  information  come  from  all  over 
the  country. 

Once  more  I would  like  to  acknov/ledge  the  help  so  readily 
given  by  Mr,  Burton  and  his  staff,  and  my  winter  team  of  "diggers 
out" . 


The  station  v/as  inaugurated  in  1868,  and  the  instruments 
transferred  to  the  Buxton  Corporation  from  the  Devonshire  Royal 
Hospital  in  1925.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the 
environmental  health  work  undertaken  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  Staff  of  the  Department,  It  has  not  been  an  easy  year.  The 
establishment  of  the  Slaughterhouse  at  Hai^ur  Hill  has  brought  about 
increased  hours  of  overtime  working  by  your  Inspectors.  Two  success- 
ful courses  in  "Pood  Hygiene"  have  been  held  at  the  College  of  Further 
Education  in  conjunction  with  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  Education 
Authority.  These  courses  were  held  in  an  evening  and  extended  over  a 
period  of  twelve  weeks. 

An  extensive  survey  of  the  Borough  had  to  be  undertaken  to 
revise  the  lists  of  properties  scheduled  for  action  under  the  sub- 
standard housing  or  "slum  clearance"  programme.  The  "slum  clearance" 
programme  was  recommended  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Applications 
for  Improvement  Grants  continue  to  form  part  of  the  work  of  the 
Department,  and  when  necessary  applicants  have  been  given  advice  and 
every  assistance  during  enquiries.  All  Standard  Grant  applications 
have  been  reported  upon  and  where  approved  the  work  has  received  the 
necessary  inspections  until  completion.  There  does,  however,  appear 
to  the  applicant  to  be  some  delay  between  receipt  of  the  application 
and  notification  of  approval.  It  is  hoped  that  the  present  administrative 
methods  may  be  improved  in  such  a way  as  to  expedite  the  approval  of 
applications. 

The  problem  of  the  disposal  of  refuse  and  salvage  required 
urgent  consideration  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  commence  controlled 
tipping  on  the  land  forming  an  extension  to  the  existing  Hogshaw 
Controlled  Tip.  Proposals  were  brought  forward  for  the  construction  of 
a new  Salvage  Depot  and  Baling  Shed  on  the  Hogshaw  Tip  Extension  and  to 
dispose  of  the  old  Salvage  Depot  in  Charles  Street,  ViThen  this  scheme 
is  completed  it  shoxrld  provide  for  an  increase  in  salvage  output  together 
with  better  supervision  of  the  whole  process  of  refuse  disposal. 

An  advance  was  made  in  the  provision  of  free  washing  facilities 
to  include  soap,  paper  towels  and  wash  hand  basins  in  the  Public 
Conveniences,  details  of  which  are  provided  later  in  this  Report.  It 
is  once  again  req\iisite  for  me  to  report  extensive  vandalism  in  Public 
Conveniences,  Why  a certain  section  of  the  community  revel  in  the 
destruction  of  essential  amenities  is  inconceivable  and  until  such  time 
as  a culprit  is  dealt  with  severely  it  will  continue. 

The  Market,  held  on  Saturdays,  has  been  supervised  with  the 
object  of  improvement  and  with  special  attention  being  given  to  stalls 
from  which  open  food  is  sold.  There  has  been  a slight  improvement  in 
the  structure  of  the  stalls  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  careful 
consideration  will  be  given  to  the  provision  of  a stall  constructed  of 
hygienic  materials. 

The  expansion  in  holiday  and  weekend  traffic  during  the  year 
is  worthy  of  note  and  as  people  make  Buxton  the  focal  point  of  weekend 
touring,  the  increasing  number  of  food  preparation  premises  require 
additional  inspection  to  determine  that  high  standard  of  hygiene  is 
maintained  amongst  food  handlers. 
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In  conjunction  with  the  County  Health  Authorities  inspections 
v/ere  made  of  all  the  County  School  Canteen  Kitchens  in  the  area,  follow- 
ing which,  a report  in  the  form  of  recommendations  were  submitted  to  the 
Education  Authority. 

From  the  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  milk  samples  it 
will  be  observed  that  for  a time  your  Inspectors  were  busily  engaged  in 
obtaining  evidence  connected  with  the  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  reported 
by  the  Medical  Officer. 

It  was  with  regret  that  we  lost  the  services  of  Mrs,  E.E,  Smith, 
my  clerV'typist  who  resigned  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council  Education  Department.  Mrs.  Smith  had  been  with  the 
Corporation  since  the  12th  January,  1954,  and  we  wish  her  every  success  in 
her  new  appointment.  Miss  &.  Lomas,  the  Junior  Clerk,  was  promoted  to 
clerk  and  has  worked  hard  to  justify  the  decision  made  in  appointing  her 
to  this  post.  In  April,  i960,  Mr.  Neville  Y/ood  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  of  Junior  Clerk. 

The  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Department  have  worked  hard  to 
give  an  efficient  service  to  the  public.  Miss  Yates  acting  as  a help  and 
guide  to  the  two  junior  clerks  in  the  many  problems  and  queries  raised  by 
the  numerous  visitors  to  the  Department, 

My  thanks  are  expressed  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  Members  for  their  keen  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Department  and  their  support  and  g\iidance  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Officials  of  other 
Departments  of  the  Corporation  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  offered 
whenever  requested.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

One  licence  was  granted  on  the  1st  January,  196O  authorising  the  use 
of  the  land  known  as  Nithen  Quarry,  Manchester  Road  as  a site  for  the 
stationing  of  68  Moveable  Dwellings, 

In  April,  following  an  appeal  by  the  site  oraer,  the  Minister  permitted 
10  additional  spaces  to  be  occupied  on  the  understanding  that  the 
additional  caravans  shall  not  be  occupied  except  between  the  1 st  April 
and  31 st  October  in  any  one  year. 

The  appeal  against  the  refusal  to  permit  the  construction  of  an  access 
road  from  and  the  use  as  a camping  site  of  land  adjoining  the  Punch 
Bowl  Caravan  Site,  Manchester  Road,  Buxton  was  dismissed  by  the  Minister. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  196O  came  into  force 
on  the  29th  August,  196O  introducing  a new  licensing  system  for 
caravans.  The  object  of  the  Act  being 

(i)  to  control  the  location  of  caravan  sites,  so  as  to 
prevent  them  starting  up  in  the  wrong  places,  while 
allowing  them  to  develop  in  suitable  places, 

(ii)  to  improve  conditions  on  sites  by  requiring  good 
standards  of  layout,  equipment  and  maintenance. 


As  a result  of  this  Act  the  site  owner/operator  of  the  Nithen  Quarry, 
Manchester  Road,  now  named  "The  Punch  Bowl  Caravan  Site",  mode  formal 
application  for  a site  licence.  As  a result  of  the  consultations

between  the  site  operator  and  his  solicitors  and  officers  of  the  local 
authority,  Section  3 (5)  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  1 960  was  applied  whereby  the  applicant  and  the  local  authority 
agreed  in  writing  that  a longer  period  be  afforded  to  the  local  authority 
within  which  to  grant  a licence.  At  the  end  of  the  year  discussions 
were  still  being  held  to  formulate  a Schedule  of  Conditions  to  attach 
to  the  Licence  to  be  issued  under  Section  3 of  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act, 

The  levelling  of  the  area  of  Fairfield  Common  adjoining  the  Fairfield 
Church  Cemetery  extensions  acted  as  a deterrent  to  the  gypsies  with 
caravans  who  had,  in  previous  years,  utilised  this  area  during  part  of 
the  sxjmmer  season. 

The  South  Yorkshire  Caravan  Club  held  a rally  in  the  Pavilion  G-ardens  from 
the  6th  to  the  8th  May,  The  Officials  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
were  invited  by  the  Secretary  to  visit  and  inspect  the  site  during  the 
Rally,  The  layout  of  the  caravans,  equipment  and  general  hygiene  were 
found  to  be  excellent.

Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  and  1/i/elfare  Provisions)  Act,  1956 
Sanitary  Conveniences  on  Farms, 

There  are  36  agricultural  units  within  the  Borough,  These  units  consist 
of  small  dairy  farms  and  a small  percentage  of  this  total  have  sheep 
grazing  moarland  areas  outside  the  Borough  boundary. 

50^  of  the  farms  have  been  inspected.  One  farm  has  provided  additional 
sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities  after  informal  notice. 

The  reminder  of  those  inspected  had  sufficient  and  satisfactory 
accommodation. 

The  survey  revealed  that  each  of  the  farms  visited  was  worked  by  the 
principal  tenants  with  not  more  than  two  employees  end  in  many  cases 
the  employees  lived  in  the  farmhouse. 

Most  of  the  land  is  used  for  grazing  and  hardly  any  arable  farming  takes 
place  in  the  Borough. 


PUBLIC  CLEMSING 

This  section  of  the  Report  covers  the  period  1st  April,  I960  to  31st 
March,  1961. 

Refuse  Collection 

Three  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Eore  and  Aft  Refuse  Vehicles  are  engaged  on 
refuse  collection.  Two  of  the  vehicles  are  of  18  cu.  yd.  capacity  and 
one  of  1 2 cu.  yd.  capacity. 

The  Shelvoko-  and  Drewry  side-loader  used  for  collecting  covering  material 
for  the  Controlled  Tip  replaces  the  other  refuse  vehicles  when  necessary 
and  during  periods  of  breakdo?m  or  maintenance. 

The  opportunity  was  taken  during  the  year  to  survey  the  areas  covered  by 
the  Refuse  Collection  teams  and  to  make  minor  adjustments  to  provide  for 
a more  equal  distribution  of  areas, 

A surprising  factor  found  from  the  survey  is  that  the  number  of  bins 
collected  continues  to  remain  almost  constant  at  around  8,300  from 
approximately  6,100  occupied  premises  weekly  with  a test  weighing  average 
of  120  tons  per  v/eek.  The  Refuse  Collection  vehicles  averaging  a total 
distance  covered  of  3OO  miles  per  week. 

642  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  dustbins,  following  which 
notices  were  given  either  verbally  or  in  writing  for  dilapidated  dustbins 
to  be  renewed. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  Disposal  is  carried  out  by  means  of  Controlled  Tipping,  levelled 
and  consolidated  by  use  of  a muledozer.  The  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  side- 
loader  is  engaged  on  the  collection  of  covering  materials  for  the  tip 
surface  and  when  not  so  engaged  for  collecting  special  loads  and  acting 
as  "stand  in"  for  the  other  vehicles  during  maintenance  periods. 

During  September,  I96O  the  land  available  at  Hogshaw  for  tipping  purposes 
was  covered.  It  v/as  necessary  to  commence  tipping  on  Hogshaw  Tip 
Extension  and  work  was  put  in  hand  to  complete  the  necessary  access  roads 
etc.  The  cost  was  kept  to  a minim^um  by  using  waste  materials  for  the 
excavation  necessary  at  the  Sewage  Works  (Phase  II ) site  works  in  Ashwood 
Dale . 

The  British  Railways  terminated  as  from  the  30th  September  the  agreement 
permitting  the  Coxmcil  to  take  ashes  from  the  Motive  Power  Department. 

A new  agreement  was  negotiated  and  owing  to  the  demand  fro  ashes  the 
Council  were  required  to  pay  a much  higher  figure  per  cu.  yd.  The 
proximity  of  the  supply  made  it  worth  while  to  continue  obtaining  covering 
materials  from  this  source.

The  total  gross  expenditure  on  Refuse  Collection  increased  by  £158. 

The  totaJ.  gross  expenditure  on  Refuse  Disposal  decreased  by  £79. 

The  total  gross  income  from  Salvage  increased  by  £148. 

On  balance  a saving  of  £69  over  the  previous  year's  expenditure  was 
accomplished.  The  national  awards  of  wage  increa.ses  accounting  for  the 
augmentation  in  actual  running  costs  during  the  year. 

Vehicle  Maintenance. 


A close  monthly  check  is  kept  on  the  running  and  maintenance  costs. 

The  Repair  Depot  Mechanics  have  endeavoured  to  keep  the  vehicles  on  the 
road  during  working  hours  and  when  repairs  have  been  found  necessary 
they  have  been  executed  with  the  minimum  of  delay. 

The  interest  shown  in  the  maintenance  of  the  vehicles  by  Mr.  Goldstraw, 
the  Foreman  Mechanic,  has  been  an  important  factor  in  maintaining  running 
costs  at  an  economic  level. 

This  year  the  introduction  of  the  one  day  per  month  per  vehicle  main^-* 
tenance  period  is  proving  an  asset.  Minor  items  of  wear  are  now 
discovered  at  an  early  stage  and  remedied  before  developing  into  a 
major  operation.

The  collection  of  waste  paper  and  cartons  from  trade  premises  has 
continued. 

The  difficulties  encountered  during  the  year  were  finding  suitable 
employees  to  undertake  the  task  of  sorting  and  baling  and  the  baling 
of  large  stocks  of  paper  arriving  at  the  Depot. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  labour  difficulties  were  overcome  but 
overtime  v/orking  to  reduce  stocks  took  the  gilt  off  the  ginger  bread. 

It  became  obvious  that  the  existing  buildings  were  unsuitable  for  the 
economic  operation  of  salvage  operations  and  as  reported  earlier  the 
proposals  to  build  a new  Salvage  Depot  on  the  Controlled  Tip  reached 
fruition.

The  administration  of  the  wash  Baths  in  George  Street  v;as  handed  over 
to  the  Baths  and  Wells  Committee  but  before  so  doing  the  hours  of 
opening  were  revised.  The  charges  for  the  provision  of  soap  and 
towels  increased  and  the  duties  of  the  attendant  adjusted  to  reduce 
the  overtime  expenses.

The  local  authority  was  represented  at  a joint  meeting  of  neighbouring 
authorities  held  at  Chapel-en-le-Frith  on  Friday,  9th  July,  ^^60, 

After  a general  discussion  and  an  exchange  of  proposals  with  regard  to 
future  slaughtering  facilities  it  was  agreed  that  each  authority  will 
be  adequately  served  by  the  Slaughterhouses  operating  in  their  areas 
V7hen  the  Minister  fixes  the  Appointed  Datre  for  the  construction 
regulations  to  apply  to  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  district. 

In  August,  1960  I prepared  the  necessary  report  for  submission  to  the 
Minister  and  subsequently  the  local  authority  was  informed  that  the 
Minister  proposed  to  appoint  1 st  July,  1 9^1  as  the  day  from  which  all 
slau^terhouses  in  the  Council's  District  must  comply  v/ith  the 
construction  regulations. 


The  vrork  of  re-construction  of  the  Harpur  Hill  Slaughterhouse  continued 
and  by  the  end  of  March,  196O  v/as  capable  of  dealing  v/ith  the  require- 
ments of  the  butchers  trading  in  Buxton. 

The  practice  of  undertaking  meat  inspection  duties  at  Chelmorton  in  the 
Rural  District  of  Bakev/ell  therefore  ceased  on  the  31st  March,  196O. 

A considerable  period  of  overtime  was  worked  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  due  to  the  hours  of  the  day  and  the  days  of  the  v/eek  when 
butchers  undertook  to  slaughter  their  animals. 

There  was  an  increase  of  46O  carcases  inspected  during  the  year.

Immediately  notification  is  received  that  a sample  has  failed  to  pass  the 
T.B.  biological  test  the  Ministry’s  Divisional  Veterinary  Surgeon  is 'phoned 
and  he  visits  the  farm  for  the  piirpose  of  identifying  the  affected  cow  and 
having  it  slaughtered. 

Where  two  succesive  samples  of  milk  from  any  one  supplier  fail  to  pass  the 
methylene  blue  reduction  test,  notification  is  sent  to  the  County  Milk 
Production  Officer  v/ith  a request  for  him  to  visit  the  farm. 


ICE  CREAI^ 

Two  firms  continue  to  manufacture  Ice  Cream,  one  using  a small  heat 
treatment  plant  and  the  other  complete  cold  mix.  Ten  applications  were 
received  making  a total  of  89  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream  within  the  Borough  and  apart  from  ice  cream  sold  from  the  premises 
owned  by  the  two  manufacturers  all  is  pre-packed.

54  37  17 

54  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

57  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  17  unsatisfactory. 

Following  a number  of  adverse  reports  on  samples  obtained  from  one 
particular  source  during  a period  of  six  months  a warning  was  issued 
that  if  samples  continued  to  be  fo\and  unsatisfactory  the  local  authority 
woxild  seriously  consider  cancelling  the  registration  of  the  premises. 
Every  assistance  and  advice  was  given  by  the  Health  Department  Officials 
on  the  hygienic  methods  of  sterilization  of  equipment  and  the  handling  of 
the  product.  Subsequent  samples  wrere  found  upon  examination  to  be 
satisfactory.

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  is  the  "Food  and  Drugs"  Authority  for  the 
area  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Co\mty  Analyst  for  the  follov/ing  report 
in  respect  of  samples  obtained  v/ith  the  Borough  and  action  taken  during 
the  year,  i960, 

(1 ) Total  number  of  samples  taken  84 

(2)  Milk  samples  included  in  above  total  24 

One  sample  of  Milk  was  found  to  be  rather  seriously  deficient  in  fat, 
but  on  comparison  with  "Appeal  to  Cow"  Samples  the  deficiency  was  shown 
to  be  a natural  one  and  there  7;as  no  evidence  of  deliberate  extraction 
of  fat.  The  farmer  was  cautioned. 


Two  out  of  four  samples  taken  on  delivery  at  a Dairy  contained  added 
water.  Proceedings  vrere  taken  and  the  supplier  was  fined  £50  together 
with  £10,  17.  Od  costs. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 

Analytical  work  was  also  carried  out  on  samples  submitted  by  this 
Authority, 

Samples  of  milk  from  irNO  chums  delivered  to  a Dairy  Company  were  examined. 
The  first  contained  foreign  matter  and  added  v/ater;  the  second  was  satis- 
factory. As  the  tv;o  chums  had  been  rejected  at  the  Dairy  and  retirmed 
to  the  farmer  no  further  action  was  possible.  This  supply  was,  however, 
kept  under  supervision  and  samples  taken  later  by  the  County  Sampling 
Officer  were  the  subject  of  proceedings  referred  to  above. 

Milk  supplied  to  a School  was  suspected  of  being  the  cause  of  sickness 
and  vomiting  amongst  the  school  children.  Three  samples  from  the  supply 
were  examined  in  my  Department  but  analysis  failed  to  show  presence  of 
any  unusual  constituent. 

Particles  extracted  from  canned  Salmon  and  thought  to  be  glass  were 
indentified  as  crystals  of  magnesium  ammonium  phosphate  of  natural  origin,

Disinfestation 

The  cockroach  pest  continued  to  create  a problem  in  a number  of  premises. 
Extensive  surveys  were  undertaken  in  the  premises  affected  and  suitable 
treatments  with  insecticides  follov;ed.  After  treatment  a careful 
watch  is  maintained  in  the  areas  where  cockroaches  were  found  and  treat- 
ment continues  until  the  pest  is  eradicated. 

Many  ratepayers  have  been  grateful  for  the  service  given  by  the 
Department  for  the  removal  of  wasps  nests.  The  task  often  proving 
difficult  owing  to  the  situation  of  the  nests. 

Rabbits  appeared  in  the  areas  of  the  Serpentine,  St.  John’s  Road  and 
Carlisle  Road,  Eollowing  a niamber  of  complaints  assistance  was  obtained 
from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Officials  and  the 
Corporation's  Rodent  Operative  was  instructed  in  the  extermination  of 
rabbits  in  burrovis.  Treatments  were  carried  out  on  the  Corporation 
property  by  the  Rodent  Operative  and  assistance  given  to  the  owner/ 
occupiers  of  properties  affected.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that 
a small  rabbit  population  in  the  area  named  above  was  believed  not  to 
be  affected  by  the  myxamatosis  which  spread  over  most  of  the  country. 
Another  area  affected  by  the  rabbits  was  the  old  refuse  tip  at  Ladmanlow. 
An  Official  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  dealt 
with  this  area  by  using  gun  and  dogs. 

Mole  infesta-tions  began  to  create  a nuisance  in  the  London  Road  area  of 
the  Borough,  School  playing  fields  and  the  gardens  of  the  some  private 
properties  being  affected.  Once  again  the  Rodent  Operative  received 
a short  course  of  training  from  an  Official  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  or.  the  treatment  of  r.ole  iinfestations  and  such 
treatments  are  now  performed  b.y  the  Rodent  Operative  v^hen  necessary. 

A charge  is  made  for  the  services  of  the  Rodent  Operative/Disinfector 
following  treatments  for  the  eradication  of  insect  pests,  rabbits,  moles 
etc.,  on  a cost  of  materials  plus  operator 's  time  basis, 

I should,  at  this  point,  wish  to  convey  my  thanks  to  Mr,  Clark  and 
Mr.  Oates,  Area  Officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  for  their  co-operation,  advice  and  interest  in  the  problems  on 
the  eradication  of  pests  which  I encountered  during  the  year. 

Sg//ER  TREATMENT 

The  total  number  of  manholes  in  foul  and  connected  systems  is  1039. 

In  May  a test  bait  was  carried  out  using  85^  Pinhead  Oatmeal,  jfo  Caster 
Sugar,  l,¥hite  Technical  Oil,  Warfarin  Master  Mix  3 and  Preservative, 
as  bait.  This  test  bait  was  followed  during  the  year  by  the  first 
maintenance  treatment  for  the  year  April,  19^0  to  March,  19^1,  the  bait 
for  this  treatment  being  the  same  as  the  test  bait. 

During  October  a second  bait  was  carried  out  and  85^  Pinhead  Oatmeal, 

3%  Caster  Sugar,  5%  White  Technical  Oil,  3%  Warfarin  Master  Mix  3 and 
Preservative,  was  again  used  as  bait.  This  test  bait  was  followed 
during  the  year  by  the  first  ma,intenance  treatment  for  the  year;  the 
bait  for  this  treatment  being  the  same  as  before.
